SYNOPSIS 


Deputies Irving, Martinez, SE and Valencia were responding to a call for assistance, man with a 
gun, on April 4, 1993, at approximately 1027 hours. The deputies located the suspect in a 
construction area of the Long Beach Freeway behind several large wooden beams. Deputy 

and his partner Deputy Irving were in the process of stopping their patrol car to detain the suspect 
when the suspect began firing a semi automatic pistol at them, striking the deputies’ car 
approximately 17 times. All four deputies drew their Berettas amd returned fire, striking the suspect 
17 times. The suspect was pronounced dead at the scene of the shooting.

Informant stated that he was returning to his 
I Ea Lynwood, at about 1000 hours on 
April 4, 1993. He was driving southbound on the Long Beach Freeway 
approaching the Rosecrans off ramp. He stopped in a construction 


area, where he was employed, to the west of the freeway. He stated 
that nis ЕЕЕ pe in the car with him. 


Informant I SG that he stopped at the closed gate on the 
eastern side of the construction yard. There are several mobile 
homes in the yard that are occupied by construction workers. He 
stated that he noticed an Hispanic male, later identified as David 
Jimenez, standing behind some support beams just east of the 
eastern entrance to the construction yard. Suspect Jimenez was 
wearing a black hooded sweat shirt with a zipper front. The hood 
was pulled up covering Suspect Jimenez's hair and forehead. 


Informan БЕН stated that Suspect Jimenez looked toward him 
and put his right hand inside the sweat shirt. Ei: that 
he could see the barrel of a gun protruding from the bottom of the 


sweat shirt. He said that it was apparent from the way Suspect 
Jimenez was staring at him that he wanted a confrontation. 


Informant E = c that he slowly backed his vehicle from the 
entrance to the construction area and returned to the freeway 
heading southbound. He looked at Suspect Jimenez as he drove off. 


He saw Suspect Jimenez was now holding the gun in plain view, 
pointing it in his direction. 


Informant ИИИ с 2: off the freeway at the Rosecrans Avenue off 
ramp. He entered the construction area via the entrance on the west 
side of the yard. This entrance was just north of the eastern 
entrance, yet was out of sight of Suspect Jimenez. 


Informant went to a C occupied by Witness 

and use. e telephone to call Lynwood Sheriff's Station. 
Witness і ксл he had heard gunshots earlier 
in that area. reported to Lynwood Station personnel 
that Suspect Jimenez was armed and had been shooting earlier. 
Lynwood Units received the call at about 1025 hours of a man with 
a gun who was shooting the gun in the air. Unit 255A, Deputies 

and Irving, Unit 251A Deputy Valencia, and Unit 251B Deputy 
Martinez responded to the call. 


According to Homicide Investigator Jerry Biehn, Deputies L ac i 
Irving coordinated their response with Deputy Valencia and met 
approximately two blocks away from the location. 


Deputy Martinez heard the call and drove to the location. He heard 
the units announce that they had arrived at the scene, while he was 
en route. He was not aware that Units 251B and 255A were not at 
the location, but were meeting a safe distance away to discuss the 
tactics they would use in response to the call. Deputy Martinez, 
thinking the other units were at the scene, drove directly into the 
construction area, looking for the other two patrol cars. 


Deputy Martinez drove directly past the suspect, who was standing 
close to the eastern gate to the construction area where he had 
confronted Informant ЩИ. Deputy Martinez told Homicide 
Investigators that he drove to the top of a freeway ramp that was 
still under construction. He noticed the two patrol cars entering 
the area behind him when he arrived at the top of the ramp. 
Martinez then made a U- turn and drove toward the deputies. 


Deputies m... Irving told Homicide Investigators that they saw 
the suspect standing near the eastern gate to the construction area 
with his back to them. He was partially hidden by several wooden 
support beams, (Exhibit A). The suspect was looking in the 
direction of Deputy Martinez, who was at the top of the freeway 
ramp. Deputies И and Irving approached the suspect in their 
patrol car and began to stop. The suspect turned toward them as 
they were stopping. 


Informant: NNA -= i < that he was at the window of his WW 
watching as the deputies approached. He could see the right 
portion of the patrol car as it approached the location where he 
had last seen the suspect. He saw the front end of the patrol car 
dip toward the ground as it came to a stop. He said he saw "flakes" 
popping from the windshield, and heard a muffled sound of gun fire. 
He said that he thought the patrol car was still moving when the 
suspect began shooting at the deputies. 


Informant [Mand witness MN said that they could hear 


two distinct sounds of guns being fired. They said the suspect's 
weapon was muffled and the deputies' weapons were louder. 


infornent ЖАШ said that when he heard the gun shots he moved 
away from the window and did not look out until after the gun shots 


ended. 


Deputy MM the driver of the patrol car, stated that he stopped 
the patrol car and then the suspect began shooting at them. Deputy 
Irving, the passenger in the patrol car, stated that the suspect 
began shooting at them as the patrol car was stopping. 


Deputy Valencia heard the gun shots as he was driving behind Unit 


255A, occupied by Deputies Е Irving, and thought that he 
was receiving rounds from the suspect. He stopped his patrol car 
behind 255A's car and got out of the vehicle. He took cover behind 
his car. 


Both Deputy -- enc Deputy Irving exited their car on the 
driver's side. The deputies returned fire from the cover of the 


patrol car. 


I.A.B. NOTE: Deputy Valencia's vehicle was not struck by 
the suspect's gun shots. Unit 255A, the car driven by 
Deputy | received approximately 17 bullet strikes 
from the suspect's weapon, Exhibit A. 


Informant NNA 27 witness ЩИ 2:0 that they could hear 


muffled bursts of gun shots, then louder bursts, then muffled 
shots. They said that it sounded as if the suspect and deputies 
were engaged in a gun battle in which they were exchanging shots. 


Deputy Valencia told Homicide Investigators that he saw Deputy 

pointing his finger in the direction of the suspect. Both 
Deputy Valencia and Deputy Й гг to the embankment east of the 
suspect, while Deputy Irving took a position at the rear of his 
patrol unit. 


Deputy Martinez told Homicide Investigators that he stopped his car 
behind the dirt embankment east of the suspect. He got out of his 
car and went to the top of the embankment. 


Deputies Valencia and B FA went to the top of the embankment, 
east of the suspect's location. 


All three deputies, MN Martinez, and Valencia shot at the 
suspect who was facing west, hidden behind several wooden beams,

witness NM said that the gunshots stopped briefly and he 
thought the incident was over. He went to the window of his ss 
and saw a deputy standing on the embankment with his gun pointing 
in a westerly direction. The deputy was slowly moving westbound, 
down the embankment 


The Suspect Jimenez, was struck by 17 bullets from the deputies' 
weapons. ‘Two rounds struck the suspect in the back of his head. 

Twelve rounds struck the suspect in the back. Two rounds struck the 
suspect in rear of his left thigh. One round struck the suspect's 
upper left arm. 


Homicide Investigator Biehn stated that the deputies fired a total 


ө е 


of 75 rounds from their Berettas. Due to tall brush in the area, 
only 58 casings were recovered. Deputy г: со 35 rounds. He 
also ejected one live round at the rear of his patrol car when his 
weapon jammed. Deputy Irving fired 16 rounds. Deputies Valencia 
and Martinez fired 20 rounds and 4 rounds respectively. 


The suspect was armed with an A.A. Arms, Model P95, 9 MM, semi 
automatic pistol. One empty 20 round magazine was found next to 
Suspect Jimenez. He had a magazine with 6 live rounds in the weapon. 
Another round, that had not been extracted from the chamber, caused 
the weapon to jam. 


Investigators could not determine how many shots had been fired by 
the suspect. Seventeen hits were identified as striking the patrol 
car driven by Deputy mon. Twelve empty shell casings from the 

suspect’s weapon were located on the ground next to the suspect.
